I nave the honor to submit the annual report of the District Road Fund operations for 
the cess year ending on the 30th September 1875. 


2, The total receipts of the fund during the year amounted to Rs, 17,590-7-4; besides 
there was a balance of Rs. 9,846-12 at the close of the preceding year, which being added 
to the above sum, there was at our disposal for expenditure ou road works, &c., Rs, 27,437-8-4. 
The above-mentioned amount, Rs, 17,590-7-4, was made up as follows :—A sum of Rs, 15,000 
was sanctioned by Government Notification No. 469 of 29th December 1874, and a sum of 
Rs. 2,590-7-4 was available from local sources, receipts from ferries, one per cent. road 
fund, &c., and fines under Section 6, Part Il of Act X (B.C.) of 1871 


3. The total expenditure of the year amounted to Rs. 25,568-5-9, leaving a balance of 
Rs. 1,868-13-7 in hand. ‘The details of the expenditure have been given in the annexed 
tabular statement, from which it will appear that Rs, 12,914-2-9 was expended on original 
works ; Rs, 5,597-15-9 on repairs; Rs. 6,056-3-3 on account of establishments, both for road 
works as well as for management and collection of revenue, contingent charges, &c., and 
the remaining sum of Ks. 1,000 was refunded to Government on account of grants-in-aid 
drawn in excess ; vide Accountant-General’s letter No. 489T.-B., dated 31st March 1875. 


4. I may mention here that of Rs. 12,964-2-9 spent on original works, Rs. 10,979-0-3 
was expended on the Pangashee road in addition to Rs. 10,540 expended in 1873-74, and 
much progress has been made towards the completion of thisimportant work. 1 regret, how- 
ever, that it has not yet been finished for want of funds. 


5. The following original works and repairs are proposed to be undertaken during the 
ensuing year, at an estimated cost of Rs. 5,834. The amount available being too small, the 
maintenance of the existing roads was considered of the first importance. Rs. 44 only have 
been put down for original works, i.e., for construction of culverts on the Malunchee road.

Unpxr Section 89 of Act X of 1871, I have the honor to submit a copy of the road 
fund accounts for the cess year ending 30th September 1875, with a report of the work done 


and in progress during the year. 
_ ‘My preliminary report, under Government circular order No, 50 of 23rd July 1873, 
was with my No. 690 of 22nd July 1875. 


Road Fund Committee met on the 14th October 1874 and on the 19th January 
ee. Mr. Lowis was Magistrate. I took charge in February 1875, and 
being principally in camp till the end of April, no meeting of the Committee was held in 
ac! arch, or April, It then appeared to me desirable that the Committee shouid 

Res on the Friday of every month, instead of waiting till some special busi- 
ire attention, Accordingly meetings have since been held regularly on the 














28th May, 25th June, 23rd July, 27th August, 24th September ; and at each meeting the 
accounts of the Executive Engineer were examined in detail and business brought up to date. 
The total number of meetings in the year was seven.

4. Of the remaining seven members who never attended, five live at a distance from 
head-quarters ; the other two, Baboo Golok Chundro Sen and Grish Chundra Chukerbutty, are 
resident in Dinagepore ; but as they take no interest in public affairs, the sooner their names 
are removed from the list of members the better. 

5. The three representative ryots never attended. The works have been entirely in the 
hands of Public Works officers, and cousequeutly the question whether these men can be 
of any service in facilitating them has not received the same trial that it will have 
when the district is subdivided among overseers, each of whom will reside in his own 
division. 

6. My knowledge of the state of the roads is acquired almost entirely from personal 
inspection, and from information derived from Mr. Lloyd Jones, the Superintendent of Police. 

Mr. C. Brett has also given me valuable information when absent from head-quarters. 

7. During my tour last season, I saw most of the roads along the east bank of the 
Poornabhaba, and the east bank of the Attrai, with those connecting these two lines. I 
also saw the whole of the Bogra road from end to end. In April I saw half the Purneah 
road, those near Ranisonkol and Thakoorgaon thanas, and the tomb of the Nekmard, and 
thirty-six miles of the Darjecling road, and those from head-quarters to Akbanagor and’ 
Hemtabad thanas. During the rains I have seen all the Rungpore road, sixteen miles of that 
to Maldah, fifteen of that to Moorshedabad, and almost every road within fifteen miles of 
head-quarters,—some of them several times. 

8. During my present tour, starting on the 8rd November, I have seen the whole of |. 
the Darjecling road, and those branching from it, besides many cart-roads carrying traffic 
but not entered in the road fund books. Then turning southward, I have seen both the great _ 
roads running down the west of the district, carrying the bulk of the jute and gunny-bag 
traffic down to Raigange, and the routes branching from them. The only roads of‘import- 
ance that 1 have not yet secu are some in thanas Potiram and Putnitola, and that from 
Ghoraghat to Hillee. Bi 

9. I make these remarks to show the grounds upon which I shall criticise ‘the work 
done. Iu order to form a true opinion of the state of the roads, 1 have, as much ay possible, © 
travelled over them on wheels, though of course neither time nor the state of the-roade — 
allowed of my doing so in nearly every instance. = 

10. I will now procecd to make my remarks on each road in detail, i 

ll. Rungpore road (24 miles)—Twenty miles of this road will be taken out of 
the hands of the District Committee and kept up from provincial funds. It isa most , 
important one, as leading to Parbatipore railway station from Dinagepore, and should — a 
be metalled and bridged thronghout. This will, be expensive, as the Attrai and Kunkra’ 
are cousiderable streams, and a bridge is also required over the Jamoona, besides sm 
bridges and culverts. The road has been much neglected, excavations made ' 
inconvenient manner, and in some places the road requires raising two 
No berm has been left between the toe of the slope and the excavations.

be remedied gradually as work proceeds, but hitherto my remonstrances—private, demi- 
official, and official—do not appear to produce any improvement in the manner in which the 
works ‘re conducted, or correction of the serious engineering faults I have pointed out. 
In many cases the road is wide enough to allow of half of it being repaired at a time, leaving 
the other half free for traffic, unobstructed by new material, and deferring its repairs till the 
material of the first half shall have been thoroughly consolidated by a season’s rains, and 
then dressed. I have been constantly urging the desirability of carrying on repairs in this 
manner, but without effect. The consequence has been that during the rains many import- 
ant roads have been utterly impassable on wheels, and scarcely passable on horseback. 
These remarks I have made upon the first road I touch upon, but they are equally, or even 
more, applicable to the other roads which have been operated upon by the officers of the 
Department Public Works. The system upon which they work is a radicaliv bad one. 
They pay for work almost entirely by cubic measurement of earthwork, without considera- 
tion of the effect of the excavation, or the purpose to which the earth is applied. The excava- 
tion is made, not so as to level the berm, or provide lateral drainage, or on any other 
principle, but that of finding a clear space whercon to measure a ten-foot square. Great 
mischief is done to the land; unsightly pits are dug in all directions, wherein water stagnates 

and further deteriurates the climate of a country already exceptionally unhealthy, and earth 
is pitched on the roads in undressed masses, whereby all traffic is stopped. In payment, for 
operations of this nature the officers of the Department Public Works are wasting the funds 
of the district. Iam aware that I am using a strong term, but I am sure that it would be 
held justified by any one who has seen the roads during the last rains. 

12. With the bridge-work done I do not find fault. What I have seen has been well 
done ; but as regards the earthwork, I think it would have been impossible to have spent the 
money with less benefit to the roads, 

13. Extensive repairs have been done to the bridge over the Gorbeshwaree, which is 
now in good order. The Engincer-in-Chief, Northern Bengal State Railway, undertook to 
build a small bridge which, he said, was required near the railway, for which purpose Rs, 468 
were placed at his disposal. This bridge has been completed. 

14, The four miles nearest Parbatipore should be metalled first, being in soft clay; 
the more sandy soil forms a better road in the rains, and its metalling might be deferred. 

15. The expenditure on this road has been, by Department Public Works officers, 
Rs, 4,914, besides Rs. 468 above referred to. 

16. Maldah road (35 miles).—On this important road, the great line from the East 
Indian Railway at Rajmehal to Rungpore and Assam, Rs. 2,479 have been spent, includ. 
ing extelisive repairs to the wooden bridge at Becrol. The road has been kept in a nearly 
impassable state from the operations of the Public Works Department. Expenditure 
on bridges Rs. 1,917. 

17. Moorshedabad road (60 miles).—Expenditure, Rs. 1,812, principally on earth- 
work, which has been as badly done as elsewhere. Only Rs. 195 spent on bridges. 


18. Gungarampore and Mowbazar roud (21 miles).—This road is partly an old 
district road, partly a famine work. It isa very important one. I found it was quite 
impassable to wheels from repairs during the rains, added to which four bridges are broken. 
These are principally bridges made by the special division Engineers, who were sent to 
complete famine roads. ‘Their bridges were, as a rule, not ready during my last season’s 
tour, and have since broken down. I cannot consider that much benefit has accrued from 
the money spent upon them. These bridges must be made good without delay, as the 
road is important, leading from head-quarters to the highest point at which the Poorna- 
dhoba is generally navigable. 


19. The above include all the old district roads, and those on which the Department 
Public Works officers have beeu spending money. I will now proceed to consider some of 
the more important lines opened out during the famine—cart tracks that have been made 
into roads—and these £ propose to maintain as well as the funds at my disposal will allow. 

20. Dinagepore to Kishengunge in Purneah, leaving the Purneah road at Dhookoor- 
jharee, and passing through Pochagunge, Peergunge thana, and the Nekmard fair. 

23). Fiom the Purneah border to Nekmard.—This road was embanked, and half a 
dozen bridges, since broken down, were pe in by the Engineers of special divisions, who 
were set to complete the famine works. I wish the money spent on these numerous 
temporary bridges had been utilised in building one or two culverts of a more permanent 
character. As the road crosses the line of drainage of some deeply inundated land, we 
shall eventually have to spend large sums of money upon bridging it, especially as the 
i nge authorities are making a capital job of their portion. 

22. From the Nekmard to Peergunge.—Is a very good road ; two bridges, however, are 
required, and a culvert or two. rom Peergunge the road runs as far as the Tangon, which 
is beyond our power to bridge, and for a mile or more beyond ; there is then no semblance 
of a road till we reach Bochagunge, about five miles. From Bochagunge the road has been 
ed for'a mile and ‘w# half, and then disappears entirely till we join the Purneah road at 
ree, seven or eight miles, — ; 
‘at least a dozen miles not embanked. It has always been the 
weather road’maie at the time of the Nekmard fair, winding about 
ose this year to have the road surveyed, and a ditch cut on each

‘ eventually to construct a road. I fear that asthe road crosses a line of drainage, the 
"expense of bridging will be very heavy, but I look on the work as a most necessary one. fi 

24. Dinagepore to Julpigoree.—This road leaves the Darjeeling road at the eighth mile, 
crosses the Attrai at Jamtiya Ghit, and passes through Khansamabunder. It was made — 
during the famine, and finished with temporary bridges by the Engineers of the special — 
division. The bridging on this line is very light, but it is of no use for us to spend money 
unless the Julpigoree authorities intend keeping up their portion of the road. It is an 
important line, and might be useful for military purposes. I have written to Julpigoree on 
the subject. 

25. <Atwaree to Roygunge, vid Laheree, Nekmard, Bindol.—This is. one of the most 
important roads in the district, carrying the great jute traflic to Roygunge, whence it is carried 
by water. The bridging on this is not heavy, and as soon as a fair-weather road is completed 
at the foot of the slope, to relieve the road of its enormous traffic in the dry season, I hope 
to be able to keep it in fair order. It was completed during the famine, but has been muck 
cut up since. 

26. Seebgunge (near Thakoorgaon) to Roygunge, vid Bonbaree, Peergunge, Hemtabad.— 
This road is important as the last, carrying an enormous quantity of jute. It may eventually 
be necessary to extend it northwards. It was embanked during the famine and in a measure 
bridged. It will not require much expenditure in bridging. It joins the road last mentioned 
at Kornajora, three miles from Roygunge. 

27. Dinagepore to Chooramon.—This leaves the Maldah road at Beerol, and passes 
through Akhanagore and Doorgapore. It is completed, and is well worth keeping up. 

28. Bindol vid Hemtabad, Akhanagore, Koosoombee, and Kalikamora, to the Maldak 
road at Bunyadpore, near Tambolee thana.—Parts of this road are very important, and if is all 
complete except about two miles south of Kalikamora, It is a line worth keeping open. 

29. Ramsunkoil to Peergunge.—This short road between two thanas is necessary to 
keep up communication between Ramsunkoil and head-quarters. It is complete, and though 
the bridging is expensive, I think we must endeavour to keep it up. 

30. Peergunge to Beergunge.—This road, between two thanas, across a line of country 
almost entirely destitute of means of communication, is nearly complete. It ought to be 
completed and kept up. 

31. Beergunge to Khansama,—This short road is not expensive, and has been completed. 

I think it may be kept up. ‘ 

32. The above roads include, I think, all upon which we should spend money in the 
northern and western divisions of the district. 

83. There are others shown on the famine map, but either unimportant or not 
sufficiently complete to allow of our finishing them.

It can only be kept up as 
a fair-weather road, at least for some years to come, though not unimportant.

35. Pottiraj vid Horcerampore to Dowlutpore.—The money spent during the famine ~ 
seems to have been only on clearing routes through paddy fields, which have since been ~ 
ploughed up, though there may be lengths embanked which I have not been able to discover. 

36. The roads in the southern division are— © : 

Nischintapore (on the Moorshedabad road) to Neetpore.—One of the most important grain: 


routes in the district, but untouched during the famine. I fear we can do nothing this year, —

45. These are all railway feeders, to which the remarks already made will apply. Beyond

spend much on them for some years to come, when the diversion of traffic into new 

iannels by the railway, and the supersession of the old water routes, may have made great 

changes,in the relative importance of roads, and we shall be better able to judge, than we 
now are, of the roads on which our money may best be spent. 

. 46. Beerampore to Ghoraghat.—A complete road of great importance; a railway 

feeder. This road we must keep up as well as our funds will allow. Fortunately, I do not 

‘think much bridging will be required this season. 

47. Nowabgunge to Bhadooriya—Complete. Is required to keep up communication 
between Nowabgunge thana and Ghoraghat. Bridging not expensive. 

48. Dinagepore to Bhoosebandor.—A very usetul road ; complete in a certain sense, but 
the makers during the famine took a wrong line, giving a very bad crossing, which we cannot 
bridge. Fortunately, we can correct this by cutting a road along the east bank of the 
Gorbeshworee as far as*Rungpore road, from Noolayabaree, with very little labor and no 
bridging : this should be done this season. 

49. Having thus briefly discussed the different roads, I will state what I think we shall 
be able to do with each this season. 

50. In the first instance, to prevent the unnecessary wear of the roadway and bridges 
during the dry season, I have directed that fair-weather roads be made at the foot of slopes. 

By closing the upper road altogether so long as the lower ones are practicable, I anticipate 
) great saving of expenditure on earthwork and bridges. 
‘ 51. ext, taking the roads in order of their importance, after the ordinary surface 
* dressing and filling up ruts, which should be done every season, I propose that as each culvert 
breaks down it should be re-placed by a strong one with brick abutments, three beams and

I nave the honor to submit the annual accounts under the Road Fund for the cess year 
1874-75, and the the following short report on the works executed during that period, * 


Bogra to Dinagepore road.— Repairs. —Under this head surface repairs to 18 miles, between 
the 4th and 22nd mile-posts, were executed at Rs. 10 per mile, as also extensive repairs 
to the 40th, 41st, and 42nd miles begun and are being carried on. Six culverts between the 
2nd and 10th mile-posts were repaired. The hand-rails of Chora-bukra bridge in the 
17th mile completed ; as also, the woodworks of the Nayanagore bridge in the 45th mile. 
The latter have been taken to the site, and will be put up as soon -as the water in the khal 
will admit of the traffic being diverted from the road. 


Original works. —Four culverts constructed, viz. one of ten feet span in the 8th mile, 
one of four feet span in the 28th mile, one of four feet in the 29th mile, and one of four 
feet span in the 38th mile. None of the culverts have been completely finished, the pointing 
and plastering having not yet been done for want of lime. They have not consequently been 
earthed over, and the tratlic has to go off the road at these points at present. 


Three lakhs of bricks were manufactured and burnt at Buriganj, partly with coal and 
partly with wood, and the outturn of bricks available for use is two andahalf lakhs. Arrange- 
ments for conveying the bricks to Kazipara, where a bridge of two bays 12 feet each is to be 
constructed, had been made: some 8,000 bricks had been carted to the site when the work 
had to be postponed owing to the rise of the Nagar river. One and ahalf lakhs of bricks were 
also manufactured and burnt with wood at Dashtika in the 5th mile, for a bridge in this mile. 
As the kiln has not yet been unloaded, what the outturn of good bricks will be cannot be 
stated at present. 


Inspection bungalows,—The one at Buriganj is completed. 


Bogra to Nattore road.—The only works done on this road were the repairs of four 
culverts, riz. one in the first mile, two in the second, and one in the third mile. 


Bogra to Serajgunge road.—Repairs.—Under this heading petty repairs to the 4th and 
13th miles were executed, as also two culverts, one in the third and one in the 5th miles, 


Original works.—Three culverts were constructed, one of four feet span in the 19th mile, 
one of two spans six fect each as also of four feet spans in the 22nd mile. None of the 
culverts have been earthed over, owing to the pointing and plastering not being completed 
for want of lime. . 


Bogra to Rungpore road.—Repairs.—Under this heading repairs to the 10th, 11th, 
12th, 13th, and 14th miles, as also petty repairs between the 2nd and 8th mile-post, 
were executed. 


Original works,—The only works done under this heading, were the flooring, curtain 
walls, and arches of the Gazaria bridge. For want of lime this bridge could not be completed 
nor the bridge in the 12th mile commenced, for which bricks have been manufactured and 
burnt by the contractor. 


Inspection bungalow.—There is only one on this road, whioh is at Mokamtola, and is 
completed. 


* Chandpur and Phuldighi roads,—No works executed on these roads during the year. 
This does not include the works done by the Special Division Executive Engineer, of which, 
though far the greatest money was spent by that officer, no report was ever submitted 
to me. 


There were ten sittings of the Committee during the year; but four times the eres 
had to be adjourned for want of quorum, caused by the non-attendance of the non-offici 
members.

I nave the honor to submit the statement of receipts and expenditure of the Darjeeling 
District Road Fund for the year ending 30th September 1875, and take the opportunity of 
giving a brief account of the local works that have been carried on in the district during the 
year, whether under the supervision of the Road Committee or not, for the purpose of 
showing the way in which the principles laid down by the Lieutenaut-Governor, in his 
minute of the 9th November 1874, have been applied in practice. 

2. The Lieutenant-Governor directed in his minute that the following roads should not 
be under the District Road Committee, viz — ; 

The cart-road from Darjeeling to Silligoree; the branch road from Kurseong to 
Silligoree vid Pankabaree. 

The road from Darjeeling to Sivoke, running aloug the banks of the Great Rungect and 
the Teesta. 

The Balasun Valley road, and the Nepaul frontier road over Goompahar. : 

In a subsequent communication, No. 4396, dated 7th September 1875, from the Assistant 
Secretary to the Government of Bengal in the Public Works Department to the Commis. 
sioner of the Cooch Behar Division, directions were given that the branch road from Kurseong 
to Silligoree vid Pankabaree, and the Balasun Valley road, should be maintained from local 
funds. In the Lieutenant-Governor’s minute of the 19th May 1875, His Honor directed 
that a sum of Rs. 6,000 should be assigned to the Nepaul frontier road, and that this road 
should be under the supervision of the Deputy Commissioner. 

3. The executive engineer prepared estimates for the repairs of the road from 
Kurseong to Silligoree vid Pankabaree, but it was found that the expense of these repairs, 
which were of an extraordinary nature, could not be met from the current local revenue. It 
was therefore proposed that these repairs should be treated as special, and met from the 
balance of the old improvement fund; and pending the decision of this question, advances 
were made to the executive engineer from the current local funds, to enable him to, ca: 
out such parts of the work as might seem emergent, Consequently, the road, though kept 
open for traffic duriug the rains, is in an unsatisfactory state. I hope, however, we shal] 
able to put it in thorough repair this cold weather, after which it can be maintained out of cur- 
rent revenue. It will be seen from the accompanying accounts that the executive engineer 
has a balance of Rs. 1,529-9-9 on account of this road out of the advances above referred to. 

4. Anestimate for Rs, 4,530 was submitted by the executive engineer for the repairs 
of the Balasun Valley road, and was sanctioned. An expenditure of Rs. 1,550 was shown in 
the executive enginecr’s accounts upto the end of the year, but I believe the whole, or 
nearly the whole, of the amount estimated has been expended. The work has been reported 
as completed, and the road, which had been almost completely washed away by the floods of 
1874, is now open to the Namsoo Bazar. Ihave not had an opportunity yet of visiting 
the road, but I hope to do so shortly. 

5. The resting bungalow on Tonglo has been begun, but on account of the cold some 
difficulty has been found in obtaining masons. There has also been much delay in the con- 
struction of the road through the bamboo forest beyond Tonglo, owing to the difficult 
nature of the ground. I have, however, got over the worst portion of this jungle, and 
hope to get on more rapidly with the remainder of the work. 

6. The orders of the Licutenant-Governor did not reach us until about the end of 
February, when the tea season was approaching, and it was therefore impossible for the. ] 
planters to make satisfactory arrangements for the repairs of the roads in which they © +; 
were interested. .Many gentlemen, however, gave much assidtance in repairing the roads ¥ 
in their neighbourhood, among whom I may mention Messrs, Graham and Christison of 
Tukwar, Mr. Johnston of Doolooriah, Mr, Brown of Hopetown, and Mr. Forbes Hall of 
Nahore, Besides the roads, the repairs of which were supervised by these and other 
gentlemen, there are the roads of the Terai, those in Cheeboo Lama’s land, and those east 
of the Teesta, which were repaired under my supervision. 

Besides the roads repaired by the Committee, there were 12 cane bridges maintained over 
streams in the hille at a cost of Rs, 1,492. The Committee are very anxious to substivute bridges | 
of amore permanent character for these constructions, which are inconvenient and unsafe, | 

7. The Lieutenant-Governor’s minute agreed to defer the extension of the Road ] 
Cess Act on the condition that a sum of Rs. 7,000 be subscribed in this district. Up to the

30th September the sum collected amounted to only Rs, 2,768-7-0, and Ks. 450 has since 
been paid in, and further subscriptions, considerably over Rs, 8,000, have been promised tow. 

As the Lieutenant-Governor’s orders were 
not received till the end of last working season, many people declined to subscribe them 
for work which could not be done at that time, and held back their subscriptions till this 
working season, While acknowledging that they had some reason for their unwillingness — 
to pay their aubscriptions under these circumstances during the last year, I have ra :

The Committee having read the proceedings of the Sub-Committee held ov the 14th 
and 15th February 1876, considered the accounts as passed by the Sub-Committee and 
approved them. 


‘They also approved of all the Sub-Committee’s suggestions, as recorded in their pro- 
ceedings, and desire to see them at once carried out. 


__ It,was also resolved that, in accordance with Section 79 of Act X, a copy of the accounts, 
with a report of the work done, be submitted to the Commissioner. 


The Chairman brought to the notice of the Committee that they had appointed 
Mr. Mackenzie as their. Engineer on six months’ probation, and that those months having 
sed, it is now necessary to determine whether his services be retained or otherwise. 
~The Chairman said that he had much pleasure in saying that he had every reason to be satis- 
‘fied with Mr. Mackenzie’s work, that the earthwork on the roads had been more efliciently 
done than it had ever been before, and that the bridges put up by that officer were 
thoroughly good, and that he observed a better return for money spent than he had ever 
before noticed in the district. Moonshi Tonicoolah bore out these remarks by the observation 
he made on the Boda road, the earthwork of which has lately been repaired; and as the 
members all bore testimony to their satisfaction with the way in which Mr. Mackenzie 
See his duties, it was unanimously resolved that he be permanently appointed as the 
mmittee’s Engineer on his present salary. 

The Committee observe that in appointing Mr Mackenzie on probation for six months 
only they have inadvertently lessened the period of probation as laid down in paragraph 21 of 
the Lieutenant-Governor’s Resolution, Public Works Department, No. 1209 of 8th March 
1875, where one year is laid down as the period of probation.

ioner to ring these-facts to the notice of His Honor the Lieutenant-Governor of Bengal, 
and to apply for his sanction to Mr. Mackenzie being permanently appointed as Engineer to 
this Committee. 

The Chairman brought to the notice of the Committee that as Mr. Mackenzie is engaged 
on Rs. 400 per mensem, of which Cooch Behar pays Rs. 150 for work done by that officer

on steamers must also be fitted either with sky-lights or ridge ventilators, which shall have a 
ventilating area of not less than ten superficial feet to every 100 statute adult emigrants 
accommodated on board, and shall be so constructed as to exclude rain and allow the free 


' escape of heated air. 


Rule 105.—In order to prevent the heat of the funnel from raising the temperature of 
the emigrants’ deck, in all steamers in which the space immediately over the engines, &e., is 
neither exeluded and railed off from the coolie deck, nor ventilated above by sky-lights or 
other means, that portion of the funnel between the coolie deck and the roof shall be 
enclosed at a distance of at least 18 inches all round by a strong wooden air-shaft or casing, 
which shall be carried through the deck at the lower end, and throngh the roof at the upper, 
so as to afford free exit above the roof for the body of warm air immediately surrounding

1, As soon as the Act has been extended to any district under section 1, the District 
pane Registrar shall nominate a sufficient number of persons to be 
wee of Mahomedan Kegs: Jicenged as Mahomedan Registrars under section 8. He 
; shall also specify the limits within which each of the persons 
so nominated shall exercise the functions of Mabomedan Registrar. 

2. The District Registrar’s nomination shall be submitted to the Inspector-General 
a of Registration, and shall be accompanied by the original 
Seger application of each nominee in the form below, and also 
by a certificate of good moral character signed bv three Mahomedan gentlemen of known 

respectability and position, and countersigned by the District Magistrate :—

,according to the rules, rites, ceremonies, and customs of the church of which he is a minister.”
